Republican leaders In Louisville 
were not able to Induce William War- 
ley, negro editor, to withdraw from the 
race for the Leglslsture in his district, 
and then they set In the works for 
Dr. Lewis Ryan. who. on the face of 
the returns, was re-elected. 

Warley came out immediately in a 
declaration that he had been robbed 
of the election, and said he and 40,000 
other negroes In Kentucky would en- 
compass ths defeat of Edwin P. Mor- 
row and the Republican ticket In No- 
vember In retaliation for what had 
been done to htm on August 2. 

On the day the election returns were 
canvassed, Warley eerved Dr. Ryans 
with notice that hi would contest his 
re-election, and the case now Is before 
the court at Louisville. Warley making 
the claim that he was the victim of 
fraud. 

Warley, win or lose, represents the 
greatest handicap the Republicans will 
have to overcome In their race for 
rtate offices- -Cincinnati Enquirer.

Stanley made the race for the Demo- 
cratic nomination fur Oovernor In 1*16 
he received 107.685 votes. In that eloc- 
tlon 204,171 votes were cast In the 
Democratic primary for aspulrants foi 
Governor. 

Official tabulations In the contest 
tof Governor In the recent primary 
show that 110,710 votes were cast In 
the recent election for tho Democratic 
aspirants tor Governor. 

A comparison of the vote cast at the 
1916 primary election with the 1919 
vote shows that Stanley received 42, 
IIS votes more than Governor Black. 

In the 1916 election. H. V. McChes- 
ney, who was defeated for the nomi- 
nation by Stanley, received 19,722 votes 
or 4,970 votes more than Governor 
Black. 

The Democratic leaders here, how 
ever, say that there la no significance 
In these figures, and expect the Dem 
cratlc ticket to win In November.

HARLAN COUNTY LEAD8 

WITH HIGH BIRTH RATE 

Frankfort. Ky.— The State Board of 
Health announced Its statistics for the 
last year, and It shows that in Harlan 
county there were 785 births, or an 
average of 70.2 to each 1.000 popula- 
tion. In Perry county, which adjoins 
Harlan county, there were 7»» births, 
or an average of 68.1 to each 1,000 pop- 
ulation. 

While these counties lead In the 
birth rate they also lead In the death 
rate. There were 620 deaths, an aver- 
age of 46.6 per 1000 population In Har- 
lan county, and Perry county takes 
second place In the death rate with 
369 deaths, an average of 26.8 per 
1,000 population. 

In Campbell county, out of a popu- 
lation of 63,646, there were 1.017 
deaths and 1,110 births. Kenton coun- 
ty, with a population of 75,978, had 
1,402 deaths and 1,478 births.

I.awrcnce has 
the largest known producing area of 
Berea grit In the State. The develop- 
ment Is going forward as rapidly as 
machines can le procured.

There Is a shortage of 
drillers In this field, even at the high 
wages of 110 per day.

PETE MXOY WINS 
FRENCH WAR CROSS 



Lexington, Ky.— Another Kentucky 
soldier has been awarded the Croix de 
Guerre, with Palm, for bravery, by the 
French government, through Marshal 
Petaln. The man Is Private Pete Mc- 
Coy, Thomas, Ky, and. according to 
the citation, McCoy played a mean 
trick on the Germans. 

Seven of them attacked him and 
with complete disregard of the laws 
of warfare he didn't cry "Kamerad." 
He disabled all seven of them and 
captured seventeen others. 

The citation reads: 

"Having been attacked by surprise 
by seven Germans, he disabled them 
with his bayonet and hand grenade 
and made seventeen Germans who 
were in a nearby hole prisoners. 

"While advancing he found a wound- 
ed officer and put him in the hands 
of another soldier In order to transport 
him to the rear and continued the 
advance toward the objective." 

The decoration arrived at the Lex- 
ington army recruiting office Friday.

The Railroad Administration has of- 
fered the shopmen a six per cent in- 
crease In wages, dating back to May 1. 
The Indications through the leaders 
are that It will be rejected. They de- 
mand 37 to 40 per cent Increase. 

It Is said a strike may take place 
September 2. A new vote is being ta- 
ken. 

If the strike should occur, public 
sentiment will probably force Con- 
gress to enact laws that will put an 
end to railroad strikes. The limit has 
been reached, and no abuse of power 
that makes all the people suffer can 
continue In the face of an aroused 
public sentiment. Unions may be pow- 
erful, but they are helpless before the 
will of all the people, and they will 
surely destroy themselves when they 
misuse their power by stopping busi- 
ness of the whole people. 

President Wilson has Issued a state- 
ment on the subject from which we 
take the following: 

"The railroad shopmen have de- 
manded a large Increase In wages.They 
are receiving 68, C3 and 68 cents an 
hour. They demand 85 cents an hour. 

"The substantial argument which the 
shopmen urge Is the serious Increase 
n the cost of living. This Is a potent 
argument Indeed. 

But the fact is that the cost of liv- 
ing certainly !)«"» reached Its peak, and 
probably will be lowered by the ef- 
ts which are being concerted and 
carried out. 

Lower Prices Seen. 
It certainly will be lowered so soon 
as there are settled conditions of pro- 
duction and of commerce, that 1b so 
soon as the treaty of peace is ratified 
and In operation, and merchants, man- 
ufacturers, farmers, miners all have 
certain basis of calculation as to what 
their business will be, and what the 
conditions will be under which It must 
be conducted. 

The demands of the shopmen.there- 
fore, and all similar demands are In 
effect this: 

That we make Increases In wages 
which are likely to be permanent, in 
order to meet a temporary situation 
which will last, nobody certainly can 
tell how long, but In all probability 
only for a limited time. 

"Increases In wages, moreover, cer- 
tainly will result In still further In- 
creasing the costs of production, and 
therefore, the cost of living, and we 
only should have to go through the 
same process again 

Any substantial Increase of wages 
In leading lines of Industry at this 
time utterly would crush the general 
campaign which the Government is 
waging with energy, vigor and sub 
stantlal hope of success, to reduce 
the high cost of living. 

The increases in the cost of trans- 
portation, which necessarily would re- 
sult from increases in the wages of. 
vailwiy employes would lave that ef- 
fect more certainly and more Immed- 
iately than any other enhanced wage 
costs. 

Only h.v keeping the cost of pro 
ductlon on Its present level, by in 
creasing production, and by rigid econ- 
omy and saving on the part of the peo- 
ple, can we hope for large decreases 
In the burdensome cost of living which 
weighs us down." 

The Director-General of Railroads 
and I have felt that a peculiar respon- 
sibility rests upon ub. because In de- 
termining this question we are not 
studying the balance sheets of cor- 
porations merely; we are determining 
the burden of taxation, which must 
fall upon the country in general. 

'We are acting, not for private cor- 
porations, but In the name of the Gov- 
ernment and the public, and must as- 
ress our responsibility accordingly. For 
It Is neither wise nor feasible to take 
care of Increases in the wages of rail- 
road employees at this time by increas- 
es In freight rates. 

Carriers' Earnings Uncertain. 
"It Is Impossible until peace has come 
and normal conditions are restored to 
(Htimate what the earning capacity ^of 
the railroads will be when ordinary 
conditions return. There Is no certain 
basis, therefore, for calculating what 
the Increases of freight rates should 
be, and It Is necessary, for the time 
being at any rate, to take care of all 
Increases in the wages of railway em- 
ployees through appropriations from 
the public treasury. 

"In such circumstances, It seems 
clear to me. and I believe will seem 
clear to every thoughtful American, 
Including the shopmen themselves 
when they have taken second thought, 
and to all wage -earners ot every kind, 
that we ought to postpone questions of 
this sort until normal conditions re- 
turn and we have the opportunity for 
certain calculation astothe relation be- 
tween wages and the cost of living. 

"It Is the duty of every cltixen of 
the country to Insist upon a truce In 
such contests until Intelligent settle- 
ments can be made. 

Truce Is Desired. 
"I appeal to my fellow-cltliena of 
every employment to co-operate In In- 
sist! - upon and maintaining such a 
truce, and to co-operate also, In sus- 
taining the Government In which I 
conceive to be the only course which 
conscientious public aervanta can pur- 
aue. 

"Demands unwisely made and paa- 
etonately insisted Upon at this time 
menace the peac/ and prosperity qf 
the country aa n /chlng elae could, (end 
thus contribute p bring about the re-

"There la, however, one claim 
by the railway shopmen which ought 
to be met. They claim that they are 
not enjoying the same advantages that: 
other railway employees are enjoylng- 
because their wages are calculated up- 
on a different basis. 

"The wages of other railway em- 
ployees are based upon the rule that 
they are to receive for eight hours" 
work the same pay they received for 
tne longer work day that was the usual 
standard of the pre-war period. 
One Claim Approved. 
This claim Is, I am told, well found- 
ed; and I concur In the conclusion off 
the Director-General that the shopmen,-, 
ought to be given the additional four 
cents an hour which the readjustment 
asked for will Justify. 

There are certain other adjustments, 
also, pointed out In the report ot the 
Director-General, which ought In fair- 
ness to be made, and which will be 
made. 

"We are face to face with a situ- 
ation which is more likely to affect 
the happiness and prosperity and even 
the life of our people than the war- 

ltself."

KENTUCKIAN SAVES 5,000 LIVES 
WHEN HE PULLS RUS8IAN 
FROM MA8SACRE BY RED8 

New York— A New York Times spec 
lal cable from Coblenji says: 

General John J. Pershing walked in- 
to the lobby of the Coblenz Hotel and 
met Brig. Gen. George H. Harries, for- 
merly of Louisville and head of the 
American military mission at Berlin. 

"How are your' said the command- 
ing General. "What's that new deco- 
ration you're wearing?" 

"That," replied Gen. Harries, la the 
Russian medal of St. George." 

"How did you get it?" said General 
Pershing. 

And then Gen. Harries, assisted by 
other American officers from Berlin, 
because Gen. Harries is a modest man, 
told the story of how he came to be 
wearing one' of five such decorations 
in existence. 

As the chief of the American mili- 
tary mission in Berlin, General Har- 
ries was interested In the repatriation 
■of Russian prisoners of war. He sup- 
erintended guarding the Russian pria- 



Io March the Germans marshaled 
3,000 Russian officers loaded them on 
a train and started them homeward. 
These officers and their trains were 
taken by Bolshevist officers or dying. 

When the 1,000 Russian officers re- 
fused to Join the Reds, a horrible mas- 
sacre was begun and few escaped with 
.their lives. 

In April the Germans prepared to 
send another lot of 5,000 Russian offl- 



cers homeward. News of what happen- 
ed to the former consignment was 
known to the Germans and also to the 
Russians. Incidentally It was known to 
Gen. Harries who made It his business 
to take It to Berlin. He laid the mat- 
ter before representatives of the Ger- 
man general staff. 

The next day It was announced that 
these 5,000 Russian officers would not 
be sent homeward owing to develop- 
ment of unforeseen difficulties. 

When detailed news of their salva- 
tion reached the Russian officers many 
of them of high rank, a delegation 
waited on Gen. Harrlea to express 
gratification. 

With tears In their eyes, they as- 
sured him that hs saved their lives. 

The spokesman, Gen. Potockl, step- 
ped up to Gen. Harries and pinned on 
his breast a little medal square of the 
Order of St. George. It bore Roman 
numerals. 

Gen. Potockl explained that the me- 
dal had been worn by his father and 
that XL meant his father had served 
forty years as general officer In the 
Russian army and had bequeated the 
medal to his son. 

Gen. Potockl told Gen. Harries that 
there was then, no Russian Govern- 
ment to reward him, but that he must 
accept the medal and that when there 
waa again a decent Russian Govern- 
ment the award would be made a 
matter of official record.

The V. S. government has refused 
the railroad shopmen's demand for a 
28 per cent increase in wages, but of 
, fern them a 6 per cent raise. The 
President says it is impossible to grant 
the big advance on a wage scale al- 
ready very high, because cost of living 
is temporarily and abnormally high. 
When this has been reduced, as tt will 
be within a few months, the scaly of 
wages will be si high as to require 
further increases In freight and pas- 
senger rates. We all know what hap- 
pens when wages are reduced. That 
nearly always rjsulls in a strike These 
-shopmen would never consent to a do- 
«cr?aae in wages. So tie best thing to 
'lo is to fight It out now. 



One of the worst enemies :he rail- 
road man has is the one who advices 
him to strike and tie up the business 
of the country. When the railro*. 
men have a good case they always win 
it by fair methods. The use of brute 
force to put over their demands will 
soon "kill fhe goose that lays'the gol- 
den eggs" for them. There is a limit 
to what the goose can do, but a lot of 
Bolshevists do not seem to -ompre 
hend this fact. The public Ufijn all 
the costs and the public will revolt or.e 
of these days. Only It, per c«nt of 
he population of the United States is 
employed on railroads. About flj per 
cent Is dependent In some meai:ue on 
the railroads continuing in operation. 
They are public utilities and should be 
kept running at all hazards and .t ; s 
low a cost as the application of reatj* 
onable economy will permit. 

The Plumb plan proposes that the 
government buy the railroads and turn 
them over to the employees, etc. 

When the government buys anything, 
where does it get the money? 

From the people, by selling bonds or 
by taxation. 

The railroads would cost more bil- 
lions than we raised to buy liberty 
bonds. How do you think the people- 
would respond if we attempted to sell 
bonds for this purpose like we did in 
the liberty loan campaigns? Do you 
think they would buy. knowing the 
object and the enormous Interest 
harges they must meet each year Just 
to satisfy for a few months the de- 
mands of one per cent of our popula- 
tion? Of course not. 

Another plan is to have the U. S. 
Interstate Commerce Commission make 
a rate which would insure a return of 
6 per cent to the roads. Another "rat 
hole" for the money of the great com- 
mon people. The sky would be the 
limit on freight and passenger rates. 
Demands for increased wages would 
be granted whenever made, and the 
hole would be tilled by raising the 
rates paid by the public for service. 
A majority of the railroads of the 
United States are running at a loss 
now. Even in the best days under 
private management the most efficient 
operators have found It difficult to 
show a profit year after year. Very 
few of the lines earn as much as six 
per cent on the common stock; and 
the old time abuses of over-capitaliza- 
tion were stopped by the government 
years ago. Under the competition of 
private ownership the freight and 
passenger rates were kept down. These 
are facts that can not be disputed. 

What is needed is a reasonable 
amount of government regulation, 
leaving the railroad Held open for pri- 
vate enterprise. Private capital will 
build railroads where they are needed 
and when they are needed, if fair re 
turns appear to be possible.

STATE PROVIDES 
FREE EDUCATION 
FOR SIGHTLESS 



In line with other progressive States, 
Kentucky Is doing Its part for the edu 
cation and Industrial Improvement of 
its sightless children, and maintains 
at public expense the Kentucky School 
for the Blind, at Louisville, which 
ranks among the best of such Institu 
Hons In this country and is recognized 
the world over for the high standard 
it has attained for over thrue-quartore 
of a century of its existence. It being 
a pioneer in the work of educating the 
blind. 

Strange as It may appear, that al- 
though the State has provided mo lib 
erally far their education without cost 
in an institution or such excellence, 
conducted by an efficient corps of 
teachers and equipped with every ap 
pllance for the work, a problem that 
has always been conrronted haw. been 
the fact that only about half of the 
blind children In Kentucky are taking 
advantage of the great opportunity af- 
forded them to receive a splnedld edu 
cation and become self-sustaining. It 
Is to meet these conditions, that the 
press and public are urged to co-oper- 
ate In a movement to bring Into the 
school for the coming session the full 
quota of blind children. 

The Kentucky School far the Blind 
is not to be confaunded with an asylum 
or hospital far the treatment of de- 
fective eyes, It being in the strlotest 
sense a public school for those denied 
attendance at the ordinary school.. 
From the kindergarten to the grad- 
uating clans, the same high educa- 
tional standard prevails, and in addi- 
tion, the boys arc taught several lines 
of Industrial work, and the gtrls, do- 
mestic science and needlework. In 
which amazing progress has been 
made by the pupils. 

Every blind child In Kontucky, or 
any child whose sight is so weak aa 
to prevent it from attending an ordi- 
nary school, can get a free education 
at the Kentucky School for the Blind. 

The school session Is from the sec- 
ond Wednesday of September to the 
second Wednesday of June, and the 
children all go to their homes for the 
summer vacation. 

There are separate schools for the 
white children and for the colored 
children, some distance apart, each 
with Its own set of teachers. The 
State has endeavored to make these 
schools everything they should be for 
e education, health and comfort of 
e blind children of Kentucky. The 
ildtngs are large and beautifully 
situated and filled with every possible 
leylce for the training of the blind, 
anp the teachers are the best that can 
be \ had.

WOODFILL GET8 OVATION 

IN NEW YORK CITY 

New Tork. — A very modest soldier 
arrived In New York from France sev 
eral days ago after being through the 
thick of the fight, bound for hla home 
In Ft. Thomas, Ky., where his wife Is 
awaiting his coming. 

He was Capt. Samuel Woodnll, Kth 
Infantry. 6th Division, who has re- 
ceived the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, the Croix de Guerre and the 
Legion of Honor badge, and who wear, 
a citation star and battle stars. 

Capt. Woodnll would not talk of 
himself, but some of hi. friends did, 
and one of them told this story about 
him and the man', part he took In the 
warr 

"Back In those hot, murderous day. 
of last October, when the Hun hadn't 
fully decldod he was licked and fought 
back with a vitality that reminded 
veterans of the days of 1914, the 6th 
Division relieved the td Division, and 
prepared to carry on the glorious task 
begun by the Id. In front of Cunel, 
where the toth Infantry took Its posi- 
tion, Lieut. Samuel Woodnll, now Cap- 
tain, was leading hi. company agaln.t 
a dogged re.i.tance offered by the 
boches. 

"Woodflil Is a big, raw-boned, red- 
headed man, blue-eyed, with that look 
of a man who calculate* and decides. 
The line of his company came under 
heavy machine gun fire which threat- 
ened to hold up the entire advance. 
Then Woodflil calculated. 

"Followed by two soldiers at twenty- 
five yards, this officer went out ahead 
of his first line toward a machine gun 
neat, worked his way around Its flank, 
posting the two soldiers in front. When 
he got within ten yards of the gun It 
ceased firing and four of the enemy 
appeared, '.hree of whom were shot by 
Capt. Woodflil. 

"The fourth, an officer, rushed at 
the American, who attempted to club 
the Hun. He could not get an arm 
Into play, but managed to draw his 
pistol and shot the boche between the 
eyes, killing him Instantly." j 

Capt. Woodflil wears no wound 
chevron, but It Is because, when he 
was severely wounded In the lea? by 
a burst of shrapnel, he refused ti re- 
port for medical attention. Army kites 
prescribe that hospital care mui be 
given before a chevron may be porn,

Our land In Lawrence 
county Is all sour and the first step we 
should take Is to sweeten the land or 
neutralize the acidity. We must do 
this before we can get the maximum 
benefit from the use of fertilizer. 

We hope to see other communities 
get busy and build a lime shed aa the 
C. a O. railroad la anxious to give 
ue a lease anywhere we want to build 
a shed.

Hold Thst Boll. 
Rye sown this autumn on fields to 
be cultivated next season, will hold 
ths soil during the washing winter 
and spring rains. Besides holding 
valuable soil, the rye will also add an 
enormous amount of rotting vegeta- 
tion to the soil. The rapidly rotting 
rye and roots lighten clay soils allow- 
ing surplus water to drain. out of them 
but retain the moisture necessary for 
crops during dry weather. Bye and 
other green manures should be used 
extensively this season when land and 
crops are both very valuable.
